Algerine set out at once at full speed and expects to reach the 
burning ship at 1 o’clock in the morning. 

The identity of the vessel is a mystery here. It is thought | 
that she may be the missing Tuscan Prince in distress somewhere |

Trustee Dr. WV. H. Alexander whe 
was the originator of the discussion 
started the ball roliing when he 
voiced his epinion of the action of 
the board at a previous meeting 
when he was absent in passing « 
resolution »ermitting the teachers to 
attend meetings and sit at the board 
In a consultative capacity. They 
heve been kicked (n but wilt be 
kick-cd out again, was the conten- 
tion of Dr, Alexander who eontended 
that it was the not the privilege of 
the teachers task for representa- 
tien on the board when they had 
beon granted @ conference. commit- 
tee 

Centinuing Dr, Alexander state’ 
that tn « mind the action ef the 
te.¢hers evuld only be considered 
as dishonest. Ohey had made a 
definite agreement With the board 
and’ jad their salaries increased and 
had been given their conforence 
committee, To ask for Tropresonta- 
tion on top of Gis was @ Iittle too 
much, the speaker said. The boar’ 
had kept its agreement to the letter 
and had never mentioned cutting 
down salaries. Tho speaker also 
pointed out that it was absurd to 
eay that the teachers did not have 
representation. Ho himpelf was a 
t..eher and wa@ prepared to see that 
the proper thing «.. done. 

The etat nents by Dr, Alexander 
did however not go unchallenged. 
Cc. BF. Gibb, representing the high 
school teachers, who was present 
stated that the charges mado were 
unfounded. The teachers had ac- 
cepted the oonference committeo 
and had Hved up. to the agreement 
made, The teachers had peen treat- 
ed fairly by Dr. Alexander, Mr. Gibd 
stated, but’in this respect he be- 
lieved that the teachers were wrons- 
ly accused, 

Demands Explanation 

Secretary Fraser of the Edmonton 
public schoo) ‘alliance asked Dr. 
Alexander for an explanation. The 
reply given was thet the teachers 
had askd for a conference committec 
which had been granted nstead of 
the representation on the Board 
which had been the first requestel. 
Dr. Alexander also stated that When 
they had been given permission to 
eit at the board they should imme- 
diately give up the conference com- 
mittee, 

Mrs. <\shop, chairman of the 
board, stated that she had vote! 
against the motion at the meeting 
but did not consider it fair to accuse 
the teachers for a breach of con- 
tract. They had not requested rep- 
resentation Put had been willing to 
take it when it was granted by the 
board. 

Trust: » Barnes Opinion 

Trustee S. A. G Barnes described 
the whole matter as political man- 
oeuvering and said that the teachers 
had not acted dishonestly. 
Barnes algo asserted that the teach- 
ers @id not sit at the board at all, 
but rather sat at a separate table 
that was inside of the rail and were 
there in a consultative capacity to 
answer any questions that might be 
put to them. For the past year they 
had sat outside of the rai! and had 
been merely moved inside. 

After some further remarks the 
question was dropped for the time. 
Want Courses Ketained 

The local councl! of women are 
entirely opposed to the proposal to 
elimtnate home economics, art and 
music courses from the Edmonton 
public schools.

“A Political Manoeuvre” 

Mr. Brownlee eaid he conaldered it 
@ “political manoeuvre” which caus, 
ed Mr. Wood's name to be sent to Ote 
tawa as a likely candidate for the 
board’s chairman last year. He be- 
lieved that leading grain experts of 
the west would hesitate to accept the 
task, and considered Mr. Wood senel- 
ble in declining ‘when unfitted by 
training and experience fg such a 
6igantic undertaking. 

Dealing with opposition argument 
against the amendment the attorney 
general dubbed the member for How 
Valley, “a former minister with 
many portfolios” a& the “prophet 
Amos" of the Libera! group, who had 
confessed he could not make up his 
mind how to vote on the question. 
He defended the government's policy 
in the matter and claimed the prem- 
fer had always given fair and court- 
eous answers to all questions asked 
by the opposition.

Had the wheat board 
of 1919 been continued in Canada 
the transition *from compulsion 
to that of a voluntary echeme would 
not have been difficult. There wes 
little fundamental difference be- 
tween the two schemes except the 
principle of compulsion. 

The attorney genera] had doubts 
about the wheat board  echeme, 
however. While admitting that con- 
ditions were worse than in 1919 
when the federal board was con-

ANOTHER CHANCE TO QUIT. 

The Free State Government wants the ‘‘dissi- 
dents’’ to surrender their arms and leave it to the 
electors to say whether southern Ireland shall con- 
tinne to be a British dominion or set up as & 
republic, Perhaps Mr, De Valera will take this 
opportunity to give in gracefully, but the chances 
are the other way. The electors said plenty 
cnough what they wanted when they endorsed the 
present status at the polls. The rebel leader re- 
fused to bow to their decision then, and continued 
to try to impose his republican idea upon them by 
force. If he surenders now it will be because 
he foresees, that sooner or later he will be shot or 
hanged, not because he has any regard to public 
opinion. 


THE REPARATIONS QUESTION. 

Sir John Simon says the present situation in 
the Ruhr is due to the failure of the Allies to fix 
the reparations at a reasonable figure. That may 
be. Perhaps Germany would have paid more if 
it had been asked to pay less. But it has to be 
admitted that up to date Berlin has done little or 
nothing to support that view. Judged by the 
record the verdict has to be that the German 
Government never intended to pay anything, and 
only seized upon the impossible magnitude of the 
sum demanded as an excuse for refusing to remit 
at all. The proposal to eut down the bill would 
get more sympathy if there was evidence that 
Germany had made an honest effort to pay and 
failed. Under the circumstances it looks rather 
ike a proposal to forgive a debtor who won't try, 
and because he won't try. 


WHY NOT THE PROFITEERS? 

J. Ramsay MacDonald, leader of the British 
Labor party, thinks the Government should con- 
fiscate capital and pay the war debt. If he would 
stipulate that the levy should be confined to the 
fortunes of war profiteers he would get a good 
deal of sympathy outside the ranks of his party, 
and beyond the shores of the United Kingdom. A 
general levy on capital would do more harm than 
wood, for it would force industrial and commer- 
cial concerns to the wall, stifle individual enter- 
prise, curtail production, and throw more people 
cut of employment. Wealth acquired by looting 


“the war cheat or exploiting the public under cover 


of war conditions stands in a class by itself. It 
represents the gains of successful treason, and 
little of it has gone into the creation of new in 
dustrial or trading concerns. It could be recov- 
ered without doing injustice to anybody or par- 
alyzing the business of the country, and its seizure 
would relieve the taxpayers of a burden they 
should never have been made to carry. 
France has done so, none of the Allied countries 
has as yet demanded reparations from the pro- 
fiteers, and it is time thet measures to recover 
were started somewhere. 


COUNCIL WILL NEED HELP. 


The Automobile Association urgesthe city 
council to institute ‘‘such measures as will induce 
the Provincial Government to give the city its just 
share’’ of the license fees collected by the Gov- 
ernment and of the tax on gasoline. There is noth- 
ing the matter with the proposal so far as it goes 
The trouble is that it may not go far enough. If 
the council knew just what kind of measure would 
‘‘induce’’ the Government to that very reasonable 
course the chances are that council would have 
‘taken action along that line instead of proposing 

o plaster a new city tax on cars. The Province 
-lready levies a good round tax on the auto owner, 
‘hat the city should put an additional penalty 
upon him is not desirable. But money from some 
aew source has to be got if the streeta are to be 
vut in repair, and nobody is 6o concerned about 
he state of the streets as the auto owner. On 
ner occasions the city has tried to induce the 
rnment to divide the proceeds from taxes 
which should come to the municipality in whole or 
in part. It has never yet succeeded, save in the 
readjustment of the expense of conducting the 
police court. It is plain enough that if the coun- 
cil is to get anything by petitioning the Govern- 
ment for a share of the revenue from car fees and 
gasoline it will need help, and al! the help it can

GAGGING THE TAXPAYERS. 


It will be recalled that last spring the burgesses 
|of the city turned down several money bylaws 
submitted for their approval. To be exact, of 
the seven bylaws submitted they gave only one 
the two-thirds majority that was supposed to be 
required for each, The city solicitor decided sub- 
sequently that the school board bylaw needed only 
a straight majority, and thus rescued it from the 
discard. The other five went by the board. The 
day following the vote, a commissioner of the 
city — expressing the disappointment natural 
under the circumstances—intimated that steps 
might be taken by the Legislature to make such 
an occurrence impossible in future, A new city act 
was being prepared, and provisions might be in- 
serted in this which would give the council power, 
with the consent of the Public Utilities Commis- 
sion, to make capital expenditures without secur- 
ing the assent of the taxpayers. That is to say, the 
burgesses having refused to permit their property 
to be further mortgaged for the sums proposed 
in order to supply funds for investment in civic 
undertakings, the suggestion was thrown out 
that the power to protect themselves in that man- 
ner might be taken away from them. 

That evidently was no idle threat. The new 
city act is still in process of incubation, but the 
indicated curtailment of the taxpayer's power of 
veto is not being allowed to wait. Among the 
amendments which the city council is asking the 
Legislature to inject into the city charter is this: 

‘5. By adding to section 227 the following: 
‘‘The council may without the assent of the bur- 
‘‘vesses but subject to the permission of the Board 
“of Public Utility Commissioners as required by 
“the Public Utilities Act, in any year pass bylaws 
“for borrowing by the issue of debentures or 
‘otherwise monies not exceeding in any one year 
‘‘the sums and for the purposes following:

Council is thus asking for power to increase 
the debenture debt of the city by the sum of 
$530,000 in any year without the formality of ask- 
ing the taxpayers whether or not they are willing 
that they should be loaded with the additional 
burden for the purposes specified, and for any 
purposes which can be construed as falling within 
the somewhat elastic wording of this provision. 
‘In any one year’’ of course means every year; 
and under the scheme proposed council would be 
empowered to add more than a half million dol- 
lars each year to the mortgage which already rests 
upon city property, without asking the consent 
of the owners, and to spend the money in any 
way that the Publie Utilities Commission would 
stand for. It is thus proposed in effect to take 
away from the taxpayers all control over the 
amount of money that can be borrowed on their 
credit and put into the city utilities or spent for 
‘‘general equipment’’ and for ‘‘bridges and spe- 
cial public improvements.’’ Once this clause has 
passed the Legislature the Edmonton taxpayer 
will no longer be a factor in deciding what is to 
be the amount of the obligations which will be 
imposed upon him in respect to any of these 
branches of the civic undertakings. His function 
in that regard will be confined strictly to paying 
the bills when they come in, and handing over his 
house and Jot when he can’t pay.

It 
derives {te name from an ancient 
Ukrainian principality and kingdom 
which dated from 11th to the 14th 
century, and {It Is no Austrian fiction, 
Poland ruled Galicta from 1887 to 
1772, illegally tn apite of tho treatica 
of 1499, 13860 and 1366, and reduced 
a flourishing country to anarchy and 
bureaucrats trained tn Austrian 
methoda, They were prevented by 
the Ukrainian coup de tat of Novem 
ber 1, 1918, by which the Ukrainians 
gained control The resistance, 
which they met, came only from the 
Austrian Polleh bureaucracy, in the 
capital, Lemberg, where there were 
80,000 POMlsh bureaucrats, officials 
of various degree, gendarmes, and 
others, They made a counter-revo- 
In Lemberg since the previous sum- 
lution with the help of 10,000 Polish 
legionaries, who had been stationed 
mer on furlough from the Austrian 


command, purposely to wateh de 
velopments among the Ukratnian 
population The Austrian govern- 
ment feared a general Ukrainian 


movement to join the newly formed 
Ukratnian republic, and attempted 
to provide against It by the presence 
of those Polish troope The Ukratin- 
fans had not yet been dlscharged 
from the Austrian army, and they 
had designediy been stationed tn the 
most remvte fronts, such aw Italy 
Albanis, Asia Minor.
